CHICAGO, JANUARY 12, 1901. 





THE New Jersey legislature have been asked to 
pass a bill making it compulsory on the part of manu- 
facturers of canned goods to stamp the date of the can- 
ning in the tin. 








Every publisher in Chicago will naturally grieve 
over the recent death of Col. J. A. Montgomery, who has 
proven so efficient a superintendent of the mails at the 
Chicago postoffice. Mr. Montgomery operated his de- 
partment in a clean-cut business way and looked faith- 
fully after the interests of the patrons of the office. His 
place will be an exceedingly difficult one to fill. 








THE RAILROAD has a political as well as an economic 
function. This is shown by the keen rivalry of Russia 
and Austria over the proposed Balkan railroad. Aus- 
tria is desirous of having a road built through these 
states and also through Austrian territory, while Rus- 
sia is very anxious that it should run south of Austrian 
territory. Specious arguments are advanced why one 
route or the other is the more advantageous, but the 
real questions at issue is whether Czech or Slav shall be 
dominant in the Balkan principalities. 





A sERIOUS question is that of the alleged notice- 
able deterioration in the personnel of the immigrants 
who are now coming to this country, as compared with 
those who came some years ago. There is no essential 
inconsistency in continuing to invite foreign immigra- 
tion within reasonable bounds and at the same time 
extending our control over territory where the fortunes 
of war made it necessary to plant the American flag. 
There is, as we have pointed out, a change for the 
worse in the character of this immigration in years 
comparatively recent, and congress has already placed 
restrictions on it; there is need of more. 








THE manufacturers of the country have imported 
more raw material for use in manufacturing in the year 
1900 than in any preceding year in the history of our 
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import trade. The total material of foreign produc- 
tion imported in a crude condition during the year just 
ended amounts to over $275,000,000, and if to this is 
added the total of “articles wholly or partially manu- 
factured for use as materials in manufacturing,” the 
grand total of manufacturers’ materials imported would 
amount to over $360,000,000, or nearly 45 per cent of 
the total importations. This statement is based upon 
11 months’ detailed figures already received by the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics, to which is added an 
estimate for the twelfth month, December, based upon 
the figures of the preceding month. This statement 
puts the importation of raw material in the 12 months 
ending with December, 1900, at $276,628,000, against 
$267,493,959 in 1899, $162,172,736 in 1896, and $160,- 
523,494 in 1894. A comparison of 1899 and 1900 
with preceding years shows an increase of over 35 per 
cent in the importations of manufacturers’ materials in 
these two years as compared with the entire period from 
1890 to 1898, and an increase of nearly 70 per cent as 
compared with the years 1894 and 1896. Even the re- 
markable fall in prices of manufacturers’ materials 
which has characterized the closing half of the year 
1900 has not prevented the total value of these ma- 
terials imported in 1900 from exceeding that of 1899.

This suggestion is that in many 
cases fines can be better worked out by outside labor 
properly supervised than by labor in jail. A fine means 
nothing to the rich man, but the poor man who has been 
out having a good time and has become somewhat too 
hilarious, often has to go to jail and work out this fine 
at the rate of $1 a day. Upon leaving, the stigma of 
having been in the Bridewell attaches to him, and les- 
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scns his chances of work. The permission to pay fines 
from the results of outside labor would not only remove 
this stigma, but would prevent a financial loss, as most 
men’s labor is actually worth more than $1 a day.

I was looking over the Michigan Tradesman the 
other day and found a very clever comparison of 
European and American methods under the heading

MEETING OF WISCONSIN RETAIL HARDWARE 

DEALERS’ ASSOCIATION. 





A. H. Sheldon, president, and C. A. Peck, secretary, 
of the Wisconsin Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, 
send out a notice to the dealers of that state concerning 
their next annual meeting, scheduled for Milwaukee, 
Feb. 6th and 7th. This notice states that if 100 certifi- 
cates are presented a rate of a fare and a third will be 
granted, and gives the following interesting informa- 
tion : 

“Neat gold badges will be furnished at the opening 
of the association. 

“Some matters of importance will come up for dis- 
cussion, as: “Why not unite the office of secretary and 
treasurer in one, and require bonds? 

“Shall we urge a closer regard for our rules and a 
closer study of the Pink List? 

“Shall we exempt department stores from being ob- 
jectionable, and ask jobbers to refrain from selling only 
consumers and catalogue houses, as Minnesota has done? 

“Shall we affiliate with any other association ? 

“Among other changes in constitution, which will 
be brought up, is one to have at least two members of 
executive hold over. 

“We have lost by death, failure, non-payment of 
dues, and other causes, 43 during the year, and added 
60; so that we have a net gain of 17, making today a 
total of 297 who have paid dues up to the next meeting. 
Our financial exhibit will show about $600 to the good, 
and no debts outstanding. 

“We want you to get into the wagon now. Will you 
do it?” 

Secretary Peck, in his announcement for this forth- 
coming meeting, talks as follows with the hardware men 
of Wisconsin concerning this meeting: 

“T want a little talk with you. Have you the time? 
You and I are both in business for the money there is in 
it. (I suppose the same is true of Mr. Rockefeller. ) 
The association of which I have the honor to be secretary 
is pledged to two or three things. We are all interested 
in 

“1st. To better the condition of the retailer. 

“2d. To promote good feeling between jobber and 
retailer. 

“3d. To try and show how. our expense account 
shall bear a smaller percentage to our sales. 

“In regard to the first: The association tries to 
settle every just cause of complaint where jobbers have 








sold consumers or where they are selling dealers who are 
a menace from any reason to the legitimate hardware 
trade. They do it, too, in a great majority of cases— 
but have failed sometimes. One thing is certain, com- 
bined together they can win oftener than any individual 
dealer can alone. On another page you may find a letter 
received from one dealer, which exemplifies the above. 

“In regard to the 2d claim: The average jobber 
is not a boor and when a just cause of complaint is made 
and remedied he thinks more of you and you do of him. 

“For the 3d proposition: I have the testimony of 
many who have attended the annual meetings and they 
are along the line of one, who said: ‘I am going home 
with new ideas enough to repay me many times for the 
outlay.’ We all feel very much the same way after the 
meeting adjourns, because we brush against some one 
who knows something we do not. It is only the stay-at- 
homes who say: ‘It don’t pay.’ As one partner ex- 
pressed it, ‘I would like to go very much, but my partner 
has been down two or three times and does not want 
miss the next one.’ 

“T suppose we are all a good deal alike, and their 
experience is apt to be yours. 

“Again: Many things want changing in the work- 
ings of the association for its better success. You can 
effect this a great deal quicker by attendance than by 
staying at home and finding fault. Will you be with 
us?” 





HAVE CHANGED THEIR DATE OF SIEETING. 





The Indiana Retail Hardware Dealers’ Associa- 
tion are gaining steadily in membership and leading 
hardware dealers throughout the state are casting their 
fortunes in the common cause. The annual meeting of 
the association, which was at first scheduled for Feb. 
6 and 7, has been changed to Feb. 19 and 20. The 
meeting will be held at the Grand Hotel, Indianapolis, 
and there is no question but that this will be a banner 
meeting. President Weed, Secretary Corey and the 
other officers of the Association are hard workers and 
are besides quite influential with their brother dealers 
in their respective sections. There will consequently 
be a friendly rivalry among the different sections of the 
state as to which is best represented, and this cannot 
but redound to the success of the forthcoming meeting.

A ER oN 
DEATH OF W. EB. GIBBINS. 





The entire trade will learn with deep regret of the 
death of William E. Gibbins, vice president of the 
Woodruff Hardware Co., Knoxville, Tenn., and a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee of the Southern Hard- 
ware Jobbers’ Association. Mr. Gibbins died at 8:25 
p. m., Jan. 3d, at his residence, 626 Broadway, that 
city, after a painful illness of five weeks. He was in 
the 58th year of his age, having been born in Liberty, 
Ky., Oct. 12th, 1843. When only 18 years of age he 
enlisted in the 13th Kentucky infantry, and was severely 
wounded in the battle of Huff’s Ferry in 1863. Mr. 
Gibbins’ captain was W. W. Woodruff, with whom he 
was afterwards associated in the hardware business. 

At the close of the war Mr. Gibbins entered the 
hardware business, becoming a partner with Mr. Wood- 
ruff in 1870. This business association was kept up 
until Mr. Gibbins’ death. 

In 1867, Mr. Gibbins was married to Miss Helen 
Henry, daughter of Hon. John R. Henry, who served a 
term as state treasurer of Tennessee. ‘To them were 
born six children, all living. The eldest, William E. 
Jr., is a traveling salesman for the Russell & Erwin 
Mfg. Co., of New York. Another, Henry, is a lieutenant 
in the 31st United States volunteers, and is now on the 
island of Mindanao, in the Philippines. Neither of 
these were with the father in his last moments. William 
E. Gibbins Jr. is on his way home, and will arrive 
today. The other members of the family, included his 
beloved companion, now deeply bereaved, were at his 
bedside. They are Mamie, wife of Mr. Edward Man- 
ning, of the Southern Brass Works; Ella, wife of Hu L. 
McClung, Esq., of the law firm of Webb & McClung; 
Miss Ola, and her brother, Howard Bruce Gibbins. 

Mr. Gibbins was one of the founders of the South- 
ern Hardware Jobbers’ Association, serving as president 
during the first two years of the association’s existence, 
during which time the organization grew from a mem- 
bership of a very few to something like 40 of the most 
prominent hardware jobbing concerns in the South. 
He was elected chairman of the Executive Committee 
at the Louisville convention in 1895, and served in the 
same capacity ever since that time. 

C. B. Carter, secretary of the Southern Hardware 
Jobbers’ Association, pays this tribute to Mr. Gibbins: 

“His good judgment and wise counsel has been of 
inestimable value, not’ only to the organization during 
its growth and development, but also to the individual 
members, and his removal from earthly duties has 
robbed us of a comrade and brother whose place it will 
be hard to fill. Those of our members who were s0 
fortunate as to have a personal acquaintance with him, 
will especially feel our loss on account of his death. 

“He was a man on whom we could always rely as 
being broad and fair-minded, as well as generous in all 
his transactions. His removal at a time when he was 
only slightly passed the meridian of life, woud seem 
untimely. But He, without whose notice a sparrow can- 
not fall to the earth, has deemed it wise that we should 
bow to His will, and this we humbly do, simply placing 
on his tomb this garland to his memory.” 
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DIFFICULTIES OF SELLING HARDWARE AT A 
PROFIT AND SOME PRACTICAL REMEDIES.*}

A HARD PROBLEM. 


This, to my mind, is’a very hard problem to solve. 
Thereareagreatmany theories and organized schemes in 
trying tosolvethe problem for the retail hardware dealer. 
There seems to be a great change taking place in the 
method of doing business, and what the outcome will 
be seems difficult to predict. We have great combina- 
tions of capital in manufacturing enterprises and com- 
mercial, mining and labor organizations, and with these 
conditions we retailers have to contend. Some seem to 
think that these great combinations of capital can be 
put down and out with the aid of boycott and law, but 
I think that these conditions are the natural outcome of 
competition and are here to stay, and the firm or indi- 
vidual who cannot compete with them will have to go 
to the wall. It is a very true saying that “He who by 
the plow would thrive, must himself either hold or 
drive.” This applies equally well to retail hardware 
dealers. It is not the man who starts in with capital 
sufficient for his business, and energy enough to either 
hold or drive, who makes a failure ; but the man who at- 
tempts to succeed by using another man’s capital and 
paying well for it, or the man who thinks a business 
once started will run itself, and he may go fishing. 

KNOWLEDGE, CAPITAL AND ENERGY ESSENTIAL. 


I have been in business. in my present location 26 
years, and have been a close observer of men and their 
ways of getting along, and observation tells me that the 
man who understands his business and has capital 
enough to run it, and energy enough to either hold or 
drive, or both, if necessary, for a short time, seldom 


makes a failure. 
ESSENTIAL POINTS. 


In regard to the methods of doing business, there 
are a few points that are very important. In the first 
place, have capital sufficient to do the business you 
desire, so as not to be hampered with long prices for 
time goods or loaded down with interest. In the 
second place, do a straight, honorable business with 
the wholesale trade, so that any favors in the way of 
close prices or warning of higher prices will come your 
way. In the third place, watch the interest of your 
customer, as well as your own, and thereby hold your 
trade. Then again, beware of the agent who comes along 
with a novelty or new-fangled contrivance and wants to 
overload you with first order. If there is merit in the 
goods the demand will compel you to buy again. 

TAKING AN AGENCY FOR A NEW WRINGER. 


This reminds me of an incident in my own ex- 
perience. A man came into our store 25 years ago with 
a new kind of wringer, and showed up its merits. My 
partner and I withdrew for consultation, and agreed 
that if he did not want us to take too many for ex- 
clusive agency we would invest. So we went back to him 
and asked him how many wringers he would expect us 
to take for the exclusive agency, and his answer was 
that he would have to insist on our taking one, so that

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we could show it to our customers. We could see then 
that our judgment of the wringer was correct, as he 
was willing to trust its merit to sell it. And that is 
my experience. Beware of the agent of a new kind of 
goods who wants you to take a large lot the first order. 


PERSONAL ATTENTION NECESSARY. 


As I said before, it is just as important for the 
business that the proprietor should be right there all the 
time as it is for the farmer. The financially interested 
head must be there all the time to watch out for leaks, 
for it only takes a leak here and there every little while 
to take away all the profits. To sum the matter up, I 
will venture the assertion that the cases of failure in 
hardware merchandising are few and far between where 
the parties have the three great requisites of success, 
viz., capital of their own sufficient to run the business, 
a knowledge of the business, and the push and energy 
to be a success in any business.

or soft coal have brick or cast linings. The fire pots 
are sectional cast iron and are enclosed with a solid 
steel body. As this pot is not exposed to the hot air 
chamber, this firm receive indirect radiation from it 
through the steel body. 

The furnace grate rocks like a locomotive grate 
and is operated by a lever on the outside of the 
furnace. 

The return flue is crescent shaped and is 42 to 48 
inches high. It is connected to the body of the same 
at the back by a self-locking collar. This collar is 
made in two equal parts, one part fastened to the return 
flue and the other to the body of the furnace. The 
indirect radiator is made with a hanging partition in 
the center of the radiator that extends from the top 
down to eight inches from the bottom. Near the top of 
this partition is placed a damper and when it is closed 
the hot gases pass down the inner side to the bottom 
and return to the top on the other side. 

In the Lennox furnaces all direct drafts are 
placed inside of the galvanized casing where it does good 
in heating air, and not on the outside.

The enclosed sketch shows a job of steam heating 


of the low pressure type. There are three upright steel 
steam boilers 51 inches diameter, shell 58 inches high, 
46 inch diameter grates, with 90 tubes rated at 2,400 
square feet each. The water is forced frome one boiler 
to the other according to the manner in which each 
boiler is fired. If all three boilers are fired at one and 
the same time the water will stand level, but just as 
soon as one is fired a little hard it forces the water to 
the other, and when the fire door is opened it returns 
again. Each boiler has a 5 inch steam pipe riser con- 
necting to a 6 inch header, and each boiler is provided 
with a 21% inch return connection with swinging check 
valve. The complete job has 6,200 square feet of radia- 
tion, not counting mains, and mains are covered.

ANSWER BY JAMES J. LAWLER. 

The difference in height of water line in these 
three boilers at certain times is due to a difference in 
steam pressure in them at such times. 

While these boilers are connected to each other by 
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5 inch risers and 6 inch headers there will always be a 
difference in the height of water lines when one is run 
harder than another, or when one generates more steam 
than the others, and the boiler having the least water in 
will be the one that is generating the most steam. The 
reason of this is that which ever boiler generates the 
most steam, even though they are all in operation at the 
same time, that boiler will have the most pressure in it, 
and as the pressure behind the return water at bottom 
of each boiler will be practically the same there will 
be more resistance against the entrance of return water 
to the boiler having the greatest steam pressure, or the 
boiler that being run hardest, and therefore the water 
cannot rise as high in it as it does in the others having 
less pressure. This may be noticed by carefully watch- 
ing the steam gauges on each boiler at times when 
there is the greatest difference in the height of water, 
providing the gauges are sensitive to the fraction of a 
pound. It requires very little difference in pressure 
between boilers in the same battery to make a difference 
in the height of the water line of a few inches. One- 
eighth of one pound pressure will lift water a trifle 
more than 3 inches high, therefore it is quite easy to get 
this difference in pressure between a number of boilers, 
although they may be connected together.

FLARING PIECED ELBOWS.

Would you please republish an article which 


appeared in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN some time in 
1898? It was on flaring pieced elbows and was written 
by Frederick Schuster, of Bunker Hill, Ill. By the 
way, we ought to have more from him and “One Eye,” 
and those that used to write to the tin-shop depart- 
ment.

[Ed.—The article referred to is as follows: 

“Referring to the drawing, Fig. 1, I will first give 
directions how to lay out a square elbow. Draw a 
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Fig. | 
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rectangle, which shall be as wide as the diameter, and 
the length as long as the circumference in your elbow, 
as in A BC D in Fig. 1. Draw a line through the 
middle of the diameter and one through the center of 
circumference, as EH F and GH. Draw next a semi- 
circle at each end of the rectangle equal to the diam- 
eter of the elbow, as shown in drawing. Next take 
your compass and divide each semicircle into any num- 
ber of equal parts, and draw lines through from one 
semicircle to the other, as 1 1 22. Now divide each half 
of the rectangle in as many parts as you have the semi- 
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circles. Having marked each space with your compass 
on the line BC, draw them with your square at right 
angles to the line B C, as.»shown. 

Now draw by the eye, commencing at A and go 
from one intersection to the other, ending at D, and 
your pattern is complete. Always work your pattern 
net and allow what space you need for seam after- 
ward. . 

For method of practice, if you want to make dn 
elbow of more than one piece, I refer you to Fig. 2. 
Draw a square ABCD, ECD being the pitch of 
your elbow, and AC the diameter. With one arm of 


your compass on C, draw arc, AF D. Divide the dis- 
tance A F into two equal parts. Draw a line through 
the center of the arc A F from C, intersecting A B at 1. 
With one arm of your compass on 2, strike the half- 
circle A 1, which is the correct semicircle for a three- 
piece elbow. For 4 pieces divide the are A F into three 
equal parts. For 5 pieces into four equal parts, and 
so on into as many pieces as you want pieces in the 
elbow, less one. With the semi-circle thus obtained, 
proceed as in Fig. 1.”

He refers in his little speech about cutting a pat- 
tern for a six inch stove pipe. I would like to ask Mr. 
J. J. C. if he can obtain from the diameter, six inches, 
the circumference of the same according to Hoyle, and 
if the answer be in the affirmative he will then be far 
enough advanced to try raising a windmill. 

In reading over the article on raising a steel wind- 
mill tower, I notice the following error, which would 
confuse some, and it reads thus: “Get two 2x814, the 
height of the tower.” It should read thus: “Get two 
2x8’s, one-half the height of the tower.” 

The raising of a sheer the height of a 60 foot 
tower would be as hard a job as raising the mill itself. 

In our town a person that did not do windmill, 
pump, pipe fitting, clerking and tinner’s work as well, 
would not hold a job longer than fifteen minutes at the 
outside, as there is not enough tin work to keep a man 
busy all of the time. 

This will inform Mr. Tinner of Michigan that if 
there is any information that he desires that I can 
impart to him on any subject that he may suggest, I 
will gladly do so and will always accept any information 
from anybody that can be put to use and will thank 
them for the same. 

I do not know very much, but there is one thing 
that I am sure of, and that is sweeping out the store 
and building a fire in the furnace. M. A. W.

ADVICE TO YOUNG TINKS. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I see quite a lot of disputing among my bro. tinks 
through your paper just because one man happens to 
ask for a few pointers about setting up a windmill. I 
see some tinks go so far as to say that a man can’t 
hold a job unless he is a mindmill man. Now, I will 
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say right here they are way off. I have worked in a 
number of towns in the states of Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Iowa and Minnesota, and I know what I am talking 
about. I never yet put up a windmill, nor never want 
to, although I don’t think it would harm my character 
in the least if I knew how, and I don’t see why windmill 
work is any more out of our line than steam and hot- 
water fitting, repairing bicycles and tinkering pumps, 
and my opinion of the business is that those of us who 
live in glass houses had better not throw stones. If a 
man don’t like his job, let him quit, for if he is a 
mechanic he can easily get another; place an advertise- 
ment in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN and I will guarantee 
you will find one to suit you. I got over thirty-five 
answers from one ad last summer—some fine jobs, and 
some that were on the bum. One man out in Iowa 
wanted me to do telephone work, pump work, repair 
wheels, put up windmills and clerk in store, and if 
any tin work came in he said he would like to have me 
do that, and he also said he wanted me to stay in the 
store till the last dog was hung up at night. Now, I 
thought when I got his letter that the last dog had 
been hung and it was time to go home. I have often 
wondered if that man had found that wonderful com- 
bination yet, and if he has, should like to see him. 
There ought to be a law to prevent a tinner from 
taking such a job, for that is tacking on a little too 
much. But at the same time, there are lots of fine jobs 
yet. I have one here in this place, which is about 
2,500 population, where I go to work at eight a. m. and 
quit at 5 p. m., never work in store and do nothing but 
sheet metal work, and get my $12 per week—so you see 
there are jobs where a man don’t have to be a carpenter, 
engineer, electrician and several other trades that I have 
been required to know in several other shops I have 
worked in. Now, boys, I don’t think this tongue lashing 
will improve any of us, but the best thing for us 
younger tinks to do is to study good pattern books, try 
and learn all we can from older tinks and, above all, 
not get it into our heads that we are the whole thing, 
and when a stray tink drops into your shop, treat him 
like a man, for he may have forgotten more than we 
ever knew, even if he does have on a ragged coat. 
I have been on the road and have dropped into strange 
shops and found some little spider legged dude working, 
who would hardly speak to me and would act as if he 
were afraid I would poison him. Now, boys, if you are 
ever placed in a like position, just watch your spider 
legged dude and you will see that he couldn’t make a 
tin cup and do a good job, for no good mechanic will 
ever turn a brother tink down. So let us all help each 
other all we can, and do all we can to lift up our trade, 
for it won’t be long before the old tinners who taught 
us to turn the burrs for tin cups with the small 
machine will have passed away. I helped to lay “Ideal,” 
who was my teacher for three years, away last spring, 
so when the older ones are gone, let us try and keep 
the seed that they have planted, growing. 

There is just one favor I would like to ask in con- 
clusion, and that is this, if Ed Pearson, a tinner and 
also a fine fellow whom I worked with in Rochelle, II1., 
will please write me if he sees this. “ACME.”

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THE ART OF BRAZING. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

In reply to your correspondent, F. D. B., whose 
request appears in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN just to 
hand, I would say that a more satisfactory answer 
could be given him if he had stated what the articles 
were that he wishes to braze. Speaking generally, 
however, it is necessary first to get the joint clean and 
bring the two edges to butt together, not. lap. Now 
have them tied with wire or clamped securely in posi- 
tion. Have a bright charcoal or coke fire. A small 
portable forge is very useful for the purpose. With a 
slip of sheet iron sprinkle a little borax moistened with 
water along the seam, placing it so that it will run into 
the seam when melted. Now lay on the spelter that is 
to form the solder, just as the borax was applied. Lay 
the article on the fire with the seam so placed that 
when the metal melts it will flow into the seam. The 
borax will soon take on a glazed appearance and pres- 
ently the spelter will melt. If it has run properly re- 
move the article from the fire and the brazing will be 
done. Small articles can be brazed in the same way by 
nailing them to a piece of charcoal and heating them 
with a glas flame and blow pipe.

RAISING A WINDMILL. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
I would like to ask “J. J. C.” if he was ever out 


of Cuba City, even for a holiday, from the way he trys 
to help a brother tink. I should think he had been 
raised among savages and away from civilization. I 
am one of his would-be tinners, with perhaps a reputa- 
tion equal to his, and I have worked for farmers; 
sawed wood, milked cows, put up windmills, and have 
asked for information, and I don’t think that I ever 


got the wheels in my head tangled up with those of 
the mill, cow or wood, and if I had there is no gale 
that blows that would move them as fast and uneven as 
that old set of clock works in “J. J. C.’s” head. 

Bro. Tinner, of Frankenmuth, is doing no more 
than lots of other tinners are doing right in “J. J. 
C.’s” own state, and that is why I think it is right to 
defend him, and if “J. J. C.” don’t like the idea of 
doing windmill work with tin work, he had better stay 
in Cuba City as long as he can, and should Bro. Tin- 
ner want a pattern for a 6 inch pipe I would advise him 
to call on a more competent man than “J. J. C.,” of 
Cuba City. 

As for raising a windmill, Bro. Tinner, I think 
I can give you the desired information, and I hope “J. 
J. ©.” will profit by it, for the time may come when he 
will have to do windmill work to hold a job. 

In raising a mill always be sure that your frame is 
put together square and firm; place your tower so when 
ready to raise that you can bolt the bottom part of 
frame to anchor posts with one bolt each, so as to work 
like a hinge; tie hoisting rope -above platform, only 
running hoisting rope as far as gin pole, which should 
be placed directly in center and on opposite side of 
well from mill. Make rope fast to gin pole, then fasten 
block and tackle to hoisting rope at the top of pole, 
then to a tree or post set in ground firmly and you are 
ready to proceed. You can do the pulling by hitching 
the draw rope to a wagon, for it is much easier to keep 
the team steady. In regard to putting wheel on, I 
would state that it is done much quicker on the ground 
than after the mill is up. I always raise them that 
way. Now, Bro. Tinner, if I have made any mistakes 
I hope you will overlook them, for this is the first 
time anyone ever heard from me through the columns 
of THr AMERICAN ARTISAN. A. J. B.

Now, I have worked at the trade for 17 years, 
and I find it necessary to do pump and windmill work, 
also plumbing, furnace work, bicycle repairing, clean- 
ing and repairing gas stoves, clerk in store, or anything 
that comes in the hardware line, and I don’t think I 
am any the worse off for being able to do it, and 
nothing does me more good than to see tinners help 
each other in every way possible in advancing the craft 
to its highest possible standard. 

My idea of a good tinner is one who can adapt 
himself to all kinds and conditions of work, and more 
especially so in small towns. I have done lots of wind- 
mill work myself, and am glad I am able to do it, and 
I think that if J. J. C. was placed in a small town 
in a general job shop he would be called upon to do a 
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few odd jobs once in a while, and if he could not or 
would not do them he would have to hit the pike.

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STRIKE INSURANCE. 





A number of Austrian manufacturers have recently 
formed an association for insurance against strikes. 
It is an object of the association to indemnify its sev- 
eral members for all losses sustained by them from 
unjust strikes which may break out in their respective 
establishments, whether voluntary, sympathetic, or 
forced. Each member is to pay a weekly premium equal 
to from 3 to 4 per cent of the amount of his pay roll. 
The indemnity to be paid to him in case of a strike 
is to be, tentatively, 50 per cent of the wages paid to 
his employes for the week next preceding the suspen- 
sion of work. It is provided, however, that no indem- 
nity shall be paid if a committee of confidential agents 
appointed by the association shall, after a full investi- 
gation of all the circumstances, find the strike a jutifi- 
able one. 

It appears that this movement of industrial em- 
ployers is not confined to Austria. We notice that an 
American consul reports that a similar insurance asso- 
ciation, though on a smaller scale, has been organized 
in Leipsic—London Commercial Intelligence.

oil, 1 pound of pitch, and 3 pounds of resin. The pitch 
and resin are melted together, then the three other 
materials are successively added, and the whole is heated 
in an iron pot till all the water is evaporated. This 
is ascertained when the mass takes fire at the approach 
of a burning chip of wood; the flame is put out by 
hermetically shutting the pot with a cover. The tem- 
pering is effected in both cases as follows: Saw blades, 
for instance, are heated in special ovens, and when they 
have reached the temperature they are dipped in the 
mass contained in tubs arranged side by side. For a 
continuous manufacture a certain number of tubs are 
used, so as to allow the mass time for cooling during 
the progress of the operation. As soon as the blade is 
cooled it is withdrawn from the bath and cleaned with 
a piece of leather, so that there remains still on it a 
thin layer of grease. It is then passed over a coke fire 
till the grease catches fire and burns with a clear smoke. 
In this way the blade acquires elasticity. If it is desired 
very hard, a part only of the grease is allowed to be 
burnt; the more softness is desired the more the burn- 
ing is completed. For springs the flame is left to burn 
itself out. If the objects are of various forms and sizes, 





partly in the form of particles of graphite, preventing 
the adhesion of the spelter, just as a coating of dust 
prevents the adhesion of cement to bricks or stones. 
If the graphite layer could be removed before brazing, 
there seems to be no reason why cast iron cannot be 
brazed as well as wrought iron, and a process for ac- 
complishing this result has been patented in Germany, 
consisting essentially in applying to the surfaces to be 
united an oxide of copper and protecting them against 
the influence of the air with borax or silicate of soda. 
When the joint is heated the oxide of copper gives up its 
oxygen to the graphite, converting it into carbonate 
oxide gas, which escapes in bubbles, while particles of 
metallic copper are deposited on the iron. Any oxide 
of iron which may be formed is dissolved by the borax. 
and the surfaces of the iron thus freed from graphite 
unite readily with the spelter which is run into the 
joint before it cools, the copper already deposited on the 
iron assisting the process. The inventor claims that cast 
iron can in this way be readily brazed in an ordi- 
nary blacksmith’s forge; and, if this prove to be the 
case, he has certainly conferred a great benefit upon in- 
dustry. —FEx. 
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. Trade Report. 


BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report of the iron and steel situation: 

Inquiry rather than active demand is a leading 
feature in iron and steel, but quite an increase of activ- 
ity is noted in Bessemer pig iron and billets at Pitts- 
burg and in plates at Chicago. At sale 6500 tons at 
the latter market is for the Atlantic coast, showing that 
demand here is sufficient to keep local mills’ business. 
Some of the billets sold at Pittsburg are for the east 
and sold at a basis of $2,150 at Philadelphia. No 
change in billets or plates has been agreed on as yet. 
Iron production is increasing but has not overtaxed 
consumption and sales reported smaller than a month 
ago. There are only two idle furnaces now in the 
Chicago district. Hardware is active, considering the 
season. Copper has weakened here in sympathy with 
the market in London and lower for a similar reason. 





IRON AND STEEL. 

The market for old material is not quite so active as 
it was a week or two ago, but prices were very firm, and 
the tendency is to advance. About 500 tons heavy sec- 
tion old steel rails have been sold at $18 per gross ton, 
delivered at mill in Pennsylvania, and negotiations are 
pending for several good-sized lots, but views of buyers 
and sellers are wide apart. Holders are not inclined to 
sell, believing in higher prices in the near future. For 
old iron rails there is a good demand, but little business 
is doing, as dealers are waiting for a higher range of 
values. Export inquiries have about disappeared from 
the market. There is an urgent call for both railroad 
and well-selected yard scrap. 





TINPLATE. 

The market contiuues unchanged, with moderate 
demand, and prices are unaltered. English cables to 
the New York Metal Exchange give the quotation, 
f. o. b., Wales, 12s 1014d, as compared with 12s 9d on 
Jan. 2 and 13s on Dec. 27. Imports of tin and black 
plates at New York during the week ending Jan. 3 
were 24,407 boxes from Swansea and Bristol and 3,000 
boxes from Liverpool and London. Imports for No- 
vember and for the first 11 months of 1900 are given as 
follows, in tons of 2,240 lb. November, 1900, 27,073; 
November, 1899, 5,380; first 10 months 1900, 53,502; 
first 10 months, 1899, 48,749 ; total for 11 months, 1900, 
55,575; total for 11 months, 1899, 54,129. 





WIRE NAILS. 

Wire nails are in A No. 1 demand, and manufact- 
urers’ books are filled with orders. Indications point 
to a continuance of present prices, which are $2.35 for 
carload lots.
